DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While prior art 
searches have found interior construction systems and methods for constructing interior 
construction systems comprising prefabricated drywall elements, skim coats comprising 
water, a binder, a mineral filler, and polymeric noncellulosic thickener and no cellulosic 
thickener, and a jointing material substantially matching the skim coat, wherein the 
jointing material thickener, none of the prior art also comprises the noncellulosic 
thickener being a polyacrylate and the substantially matching jointing material also 
comprising a water retention agent.
